Albanians Want

VIENNA — Albania announced 
Tuesday that it wanted to join the 
East-West Conference on Security 
and Cooperation in Europe. a fur- 
ther move away from its legacy of 
isolation. 

The announcement was made in 
parliament by Prime Minister Adil 

‘arcani. “Ln the current situation.” 
he said. “our participation in the 
forums and meetings scheduled in 
the context of the process of Euro- 
pean security and cooperation re- 
sponds to Albania’s policy.” 

Last month. the Albanian leader. 
Ramiz Alia. declared his readiness 
to establish diplomaiic relations 
with Moscow and Washington 

Albania is the only Euro) 
country that did not join the Euro- 
pean security conference in 1975, 
when 35 gations including the 
United States and Canada set out 
principles governing military secu- 
Tity, economic cooperation and hu- 
man rights in a document known as 
the Helsinki Final Act. Now Eu- 
tope’s fast orthodox Communist 
state, Albania argued that the pro- 
cess was dominated by Washington 
and Moscow through their respec- 
live military alliances.
